CFR 10.41a), steel wire baskets with open mesh bottom and.sides 
and steel dollies with rubber wheels, used for the transportation of 
bread products, were designated as instruments of international traffic 
by Treasury Decision 72-149, dated May 30, 1972. Treasury Decision 
72-149 was amended by Treasury Decision 7:—281, dated October 30, 
1974, to include plastic trays used for the transportation of bakery 
products as instruments of international traffic. 

It has been established to the satisfaction of the U.S. Customs 
Service that metal trays with plastic mesh bottoms, used for the 
transportation of bread products, are substantial, suitable for and 
capable of repeated use, and used in significant numbers in inter- 
national traffic. The trays measure approximately 22% inches in 
width by 26% inches in length arid are marked with the nanie of the 
manufacturer, ‘“Drader,” patent numbers 575545-575549, and the 
name of the company for which they were manufactured, ‘Weston.’ 

Treasury Decision 72-149 is further amended to designate the 
above-described metal and plastic trays as “instruments of inter- 
national traffic” within the meaning of section 322(a), Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended (19 U.S.C, 1322(a)). These trays may be/released 
without Customs entry or payment of duty under the procedures pro- 
vided for in section 10,41a, Customs Regulations.

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In carrying out this directive, entries of cotton, wool and man-made 
fiber textile products in the foregoing categories, produced in the 
Republic of Korea and exported to the United States prior to Octo- 
ber 1, 1976, shall, to the extent of any unfilled balances, be charged 
against the levels of restraint established for such goods during the 
period October 1, 1975 through September 30, 1976. In the event 
that the levels of restraint established for that twelve-month period 
have been exhausted by previous entries, such goods shall be subject 
to the levels set forth in this letter. 

The levels of restraint set forth above are subject to adjustment 
pursuant to the provisions of the bilateral agreement of June 26, 1975 
between the Governments of the United States and the Republic of 
Korea which provide, in part, that: 1) within the aggregate and appli- 
cable group limits, specific levels of restraint within Group I may be 
exceeded by 10 percent; within Group II, by 7 percent; and within 
Group III, by 5 percent; 2) these same levels may be increased for 
carryover and carryforward up to 11-percent of the applicable category 
limit; 3) consultation levels may be increased within the aggregate 
and applicable group limits upon agreement between the two govern- 
ments; and 4) administrative arrangements or adjustments may be 
made to resolve minor problems arising in the implementation of the 
agreement. Any appropriate adjustments under the provisions of the 
bilateral agreement referred to above will be made to you by letter.

Notice of Investigation and Hearing 


Investigation instituted. Following receipt on September 17,) 1976, 
of a resolution of the Committee on Finance of the Senate, the United 
States International Trade Commission, on September 21, 1976, 
instituted an investigation under section 201(b) of the Trade Act of 
1974 to determine whether sugar beets and sugar cane; sugars, sirups, 
and molasses, derived from sugar cane or sugar beets; and sugars, 
sirups, and molasses, described in subpart A of part 10 of schedule 1 
of the Tariff Schedules of the United States (TSUS), flavored; and 
sirups, flavored or unflavored, consisting of blends of any of the 
products described in aforementioned subpart. A; all the foregoing 
provided for in items 155.10 through 155.31, inclusive, and item 
155.75 of the TSUS, are being imported into the United States in such 
increased quantities as to be a substantial cause of serious injury, or 
the threat thereof, to the domestic industry producing an article like 
or directly competitive with the imported article. 

Investigation to be expedited. On September 22, 1976, the Commis- 
sion received a letter from the President urging the Commission to

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promptly make such an investigation and requesting that the Com- 
mission expedite its investigation and submit its report as quickly as 
possible.

industry, as more fully set forth in the following resolution of the 
Committee: 


Resolved, That the United States International Trade Com- 
mission shall make an investigation, pursuant to section 332(g)

(4) the effects, if any, on competition and market shares in 
the United States of an increase in nonconventional 
watch duties, and the effects of such an increase on con- 

sumer prices.
